FREE FILMS, MUSIC, ART LECTURES AND WORKSHOPS HIGHLIGHT CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART’S 
WEDNESDAY EVENING FESTIVALS 

Free films, music, art lectures and workshops highlight The Cleveland Museum 
of Art’s fifth annual Wednesday Evening Festivals scheduled for July 5, 12, 19, 
and 26. Also included in the Festivals is an outdoor box supper for $4.50. Pre- 
paid supper reservations must be at the Museum by noon, Monday before each Festival. 

Music programs will range from jazz to chamber music. The feature films will 
be 1930’ s Hollywood musicals and comedies. American women artists will be the 
subject of the art films, originally produced for the public television series 
’’The Originals: Women in Art.” The lectures will examine the special exhibitions 
on view at the Museum during July, and the workshops will be studio classes that 
explore a particular area of art. They are open to all ages and free materials 
will be supplied by the Museum. 

The films, music, lectures, and workshops are free, and with the exception 
of the workshops no reservations are needed. Since workshop enrollment must be 
limited to 40, advance registration is required. A person must register for each 
workshop separately, and young children must be accompanied by an adult. Reservations 
can be made by calling the Museum, 421-7340 ext. 419. 

The Wednesday Evening Festivals begin at 5:30 p.m. in the Museum’s Gartner 
Auditorium. Following the music programs will be the box suppers at 6:15 p.m. 
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in the outdoor Garden Court. The art films will run at 7:00 p.m. in the Lecture 

Hall and Festival workshops, lectures, and feature films will begin at 7:30 p.m. 

The schedule for each of the Wednesday Evening Festivals follows. Lectures, 

feature films, and workshops are concurrent.
